A ny excitem ent Iii the dairy cow 
tends to lessen the flow of milk. 
Failing to g et all the buttermilk out 
causes butter to b ecom e rancid soon. 
To obtain tho best results in churning 
the cream should be only slightly sour. 
In winter the cream should be w arm ­ 
ed up to about GG degrees before put­ 
ting in the churn. 
One advantage In brine salting is 
that it almost entirely avoids streaked 
or mottled butter. 
The milk should a lw a y s be skim m ed 
w hile sw eet and the cream then allo w ­ 
ed to turn slightly sour. 


Som etim es butter has w h ite specks 
distributed through* it. This is caused 
by oversourness in the cream. 
In butter m aking n ex t to controlling 
the temperature is to churn often while 
the cream is in good condition. 
W ith temperature under control and 
churning done at th e right tim e the 
butter will become solid and be easily 
handled. 


On the farm to m ak e the m ost out of 
the milk and butter som e of the cow s 
should be bred to com e fresh in the 
spring and som e iu the fall.—St. Louis 
Republic:
